The City of Hedwig Village is a zoned community and ALL plans must comply with all applicable 

zoning ordinances. The City of Hedwig Village DOES NOT enforce deed  restrictions.  Check 

property sources for compliance. The City of Hedwig Village ordinances can be accessed from the 

City web site: www.hedwigtx.gov 

 

Submittal Documents 
 

o Grading and Drainage Plan – signed and sealed by a Registered Professional Engineer of the 

State of Texas. 

o Tree Disposition Plan and tree survey submitted by a degreed Forester.  

o Topographical survey and site survey and verifying compliance with setback restrictions must be 

submitted by a Registered Professional Land Surveyor of the State of Texas. The survey must 

detail the finished floor elevation of the home, elevation of adjacent public roadways and all 

setbacks from property lines for all structures on the lot. 

o Soil report (one copy required) 

o Site Plan to include impervious (as defined by code of ordinance below) coverage. Total lot 

coverage may not exceed 40% (25% is footprint of structure and 15% for non- permeable 

flatwork including patio cover and porches)

• Impervious (impermeable) surface. Any material applied to the surface of land which 

does not permit natural infiltration or passage of water into the ground, except for 

the ground area of buildings. 

o Engineered structural drawings signed and sealed by a Registered Professional Engineer of the 

State of Texas. 

o Building height shall not exceed 35 ft. 

o Energy code compliance verification must be submitted (ResCheck, HERS Rating, Energy Star, 

etc.) verifying compliance with the 2018 edition of the International Energy Code. Submittal 

documents must be signed by an individual that is ICC Certified for Residential Energy Code. 

o Service Location Letter with fault current from CenterPoint Energy (713-659-2111). 

o Electrical One Line and Load Analysis. 

o Plumbing Riser Detail including Water Tap Size 

o Mechanical Layout with manual J, D&S 

o Fire Sprinkler System Detail must be submitted and approved by the Village Fire Department and 

verification of approval must be submitted prior to permit issuance.

 $1,000.00 UPFRONT REVIEW FEE FOR TREE, BUILDING, ELECTRICAL, 

MECHANICAL, PLUMBING, ENERGY CODE AND ZONING PERMIT REVIEW  

 ADDITIONAL FEES MAY BE REQUIRED UPON RESUBMITTAL, SUCH FEES

Inspection Information 

o Topographical survey submitted upon completion of House (AS BUILT) reviewed by the 

Engineer stating that it substantially conforms to the design and intent of the Drainage Plan 

submitted by Permit. Survey must also include as built lot coverage calculations. 

o FEMA Elevation Certificate is required when property lies within the 100 Year Flood Plain. 

o Ridge Height Certification prior to frame inspection approval 

o Form Survey submitted and approved prior to foundation approval 

o Energy code compliance certification to include testing data for Blower door and duct testing. 

o CO inspection to be performed after Building and fire marshal final inspection this will be the last 

inspection and must be approved prior to the owner occupying the house.
